A CHRISTIAN GOLD COIN 





The coin illustrated here and on the title page of last month’s 
issue is most unusual in many respects. It is a gold bezant, 
issued at Acre by one of the kings of Jerusalem in the mid- 
thirteenth century during the Seventh Crusade. The coin bears 
a Christian date and as such preceeds the common practice of 
dating in the Christian era by two and a half centuries. 
Although struck by the Crusaders, the coin is an imitation of 
the Arab coins circulating in the lands around Jerusalem at the 
time. It is particularly peculiar to see the Christian cross in the 
Arabic legends. And, the coin was struck by Conrad IV and his 
infant son Conradin - the child who led an amazingly adventure- 
some life before being beheaded at the age of 14! 

The loss of Jerusalem to the Arabs in 1244 was the event 
which led to the Seventh Crusade, known as the Crusade of 
Saint Louis. Jerusalem was not taken again, but the Kingdom 
of Jerusalem, including Damascus and Acre, the town in which 
this coin was struck, remained a Christian entity for a few more 
years, finally ending in 1268. 

The obverse side of the coin has two circular legends and a 
central inscription. The marginal legend, translated from its 
intricately beautiful Arabic script reads: Struck at Acre in the 
year one thousand, two hundred, fifty three of the incarnation 
of the Messiah. The intermediate legend reads: The Father and 
the Son and the Holy Ghost. The central inscription reads: 
One God. An initial cross occurs in both circular legends. 

The reverse side also bears two circular legends, but a cross

occupies the central area. The outer and inner legends read 
continuously: We glorify ourselves for the Cross of our Savior 
Jesus the Messiah, of whom we have our salvation and our life 
and our resurrection, and through whom we were delivered 
and forgiven. 

The principle reference on the coins of the Crusaders is G. 
Schlumberger’s Numismatique de L’Orient Latin, first published 
in Paris in 1878, and reprinted in Graz in 1954.

THE TITLE PAGE ILLUSTRATION OF LAST JULY: 
THE VICTORIAN CENTENARY FLORIN 





The Victorian Centenary Florin was Australia’s second com- 
memorative coin. It marks the one-hundredth year since the 
establishment of a colony in Victoria, at Port Phillip. 

The coin, itself, is quite curious, bearing the double date 
1934-5. 75,000 pieces were struck at the Melbourne Mint but 
the coin was not popular at first, and 21,000 were remelted, 
leaving only 54,000 which were sold originally for three shillings 
each. As such the coin never saw circulation. 

Percy Metcalf designed the obverse. The reverse is by Kruger 
Gray.

CHARACTERISTICS OF THE 3 PENCE. 


Six distinct bust punches were used to produce the 3 pences 
of Anne. They appear to have been used in an orderly manner, 
even to the extent that when a 4 pence punch (4B3) was used 
it did not interrupt the use of any other punch.

Only one crown and numeral punch was used on the 3 pences 
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of Anne. It is also found on William III’s 3 pences of 1698 and 
1700, and may have been used for all of William’s coinage. The 
last use of this punch which I have seen is that of George I’s 3 
pence of 1723, but I suspect that it was used for all four of his 
issues (1717, 1721, 1723, and 1727). 

All reverse stops are single dots and all dates, as they appear 
on the coins, include a J-shaped 1 and a straight diagonal stroke 
to the 7. (William III’s 3 pence of 1701 has similar figures in 
the date). 

Variations in the reverse legend occur in three cases. The 
first reads MAG.BR.FR.ET.HIB.REG.1708. (or 1704., 1705., 
or 1707.), the second form is MAG.BR.FRA.ET.HIB.REG. 
1706., the third reads MAG.BRI.FR.ET.HIB.REG.1708. (or 
1709:,.1710_or Lis.) 

There are no errors or overdates in the series. 


CHARACTERISTICS OF THE 2 PENCE. 


A single bust punch was used for all of the 2 pences struck 
for Queen Anne.

It appears that separate crown and numeral punches were 
used for the dies of 1703-1707, and that an integral crown and 
numeral punch was used from 1708 to 1713. Actually, while 
the first crown punch, 2C1 does not appear until Anne’s first 2 
pence, of 1703, the first numeral punch, 2N1 is found on a 2 
pence of 1699 and may have been used even earlier. The com-

bined punch, 2CN2, occurs on all of Anne’s half groats from 
1708 onward, and is not retired until 1723 and perhaps later 
than that. Those pieces struck in George I’s reign appear to be 
from a reworked state of punch 2CN2, or the dies have been 
touched up. This is particularly evident in the flourishes on the 
arches of the crown. 





Reverse Legend 3 


The reverse legend and arrangement of stops occur in the 
following forms. Note the type of stops: 

MAG:BR:FRA:ET.HIB.REG.1708. 

MAG:BR:FRA:ET.HIB:REG:1704. 

MAG.BR.FRA.ET.HIB.REG.1705. 

MAG.BR.FRA.ET.HIB.REG.1706. 

MAG:BR:FRA:ET.HIB:REG:1707. 

MAG.BRI.FR.ET.HIB.REG.1708. 

MAG:BRI:FR:ET.HIB: REG:1709. 

MAG.BRI.FR.ET.HIB.REG.1710.

All dates, as they appear on the coins, include a J-shaped 1 
and a peculiar 7 which has, at the lower end of the diagonal 
stroke, a ball turned to the right, like this: 7. 

A variety of 1704 occurs without stops on obverse (ESC 
2213) and an overdate, heretofore unpublished, exists, 1713 
over 1710. I suspect many obverse die links exist in the series. 
However, I have only observed one, that of a die without stop 
after DEI being used in 1709 and then again in 1713 (where it 
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is used with the 1713/1710 reverse). 





CHARACTERISTICS OF THE PENNY. 


One bust punch only was used to make all of the penny 
obverse dies, and only one numeral and crown punch was used 
for all the reverses. That combined reverse punch, 1CN1, was 
first used in 1689! It served to make all of the reverse dies used 
by William and Mary, William alone, and Anne. I have not 
determined whether the early issues of George I used it, but his 
later pennies (1723 on) did not.

All reverse stops are single dots and all dates, as they appear 
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on the coins, include a J-shaped 1 and a 7 with a ball at the end 
of the down-stroke, turned to the right, as 7. 

The variations of the reverse legend are, first MAG.BR.FRA. 
ET.HIB.REG.1703. (or 1705.), second MAG.BR.FR.ET.HIB. 
REG.1706., third and last MAG.BRI.FR.ET.HIB.REG.1708. 
(or 1709., 1710. or 1713.).

An overdate, 1713 over 1710 occurs on at least two different 
dies. One of these is paired with an obverse die with the stop 
after DEI missing. The other overdated die is found paired to 
an obverse die which was also used with reverse dies of 1709 
and 1710. The use of this obverse die in 1709 was with a 
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reverse die which had previously (?) been used with another 
obverse. Another obverse link occurs with a reverse of 1703 
and one of 1705. No reverse die of 1713 is known without the 
overdate. I have found a 1710 reverse die which almost 
certainly was used for making one of the overdates. 


THE DIES. 


W.J. Hocking’s Catalogue of the Coins, Tokens, Medals, Dies, 
and Seals in the Museum of the Royal Mint is of immense help 
here. The Royal Mint’s collection of dies is extensive, to the 
point of being nearly complete in the period presently under 
discussion. Hocking lists, as an example, every bust and reverse 
punch used during the reign of George I, with perhaps 5 or 6 
exceptions. (I have chosen the example of George I because 
I believe his coins have been more thoroughly catalogued than 
those of Anne’s). In short, Hocking’s listings must carry a great 
deal of weight, and the absence of a punch from his list can 
cast doubt on what may appear to be a variety. 

Table II incorporates all of the reverse punches used to make 
the 4, 3, 2, and 1 penny dies of James II, William and Mary, 
William alone, Anne, George I and George II, as listed by 
Hocking. The numbers given are Hocking’s. It should be noted 
that all reverse punches are combination crown and numeral.

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DISCUSSION AND CONCLUSIONS. 
General Characteristics — 4d & 3d vs. 2d & 1d. 


P.A. Rayner, in The Designers & Engravers of the English 
Milled Coinage, 1662—1953, indicated his opinion that either 
John Crocker or Samuel Bull engraved the dies for the ‘‘“Maundy 
coins.”” However, Gabriel Le Clerk was also working at the 
Tower at that time, and he must also be considered as a possible 
source of these dies. 

There are characteristics which do seem to separate the 4d & 
3d from the 2d & 1d, and it is possible that each of these 
engravers were responsible for a different set of denominations. 
Let us look at the characteristics. 

Of the 4d there are four bust punches, of the 3d there are 
five plus one from the 4d series. All nine of these punches have 
curls (some very short) above the head. The 2d & 1d do not. 
The date numerals also fall into catagories. The variation of the 
7s again group the 4d & 3d together, and the 2d & 1d together. 
L.V. Larsen! found that the club-footed 7 also appeared 
throughout the silver coinage of Anne, and he suggested that it 
might indicate particular engravers’ work. His analysis showed 
that all half crowns before the Union, and all crowns after the 
Union, had the club-footed 7, and no other coins did, with the 
exception of the 6d of 1708. 

Whereas the 4d & 3d each have several busts, the 2d and 1d 
each have one only. Also, the 4d & 3d each use legend 1 first, 
and each year the legend is the same for both denominations. 
The 2d & 1d each began with legend 2, and both denominations 
have the same legend each year, with the exception of 1706, 
when the penny adopted legend 1. After the Union, all legends 
on all of the small silver are exactly the same. 


Legends. 


Of the 3 legend forms which occur, legend 1 and 2 each 
maintain BR for Britain. This is consistant with all of the silver 
coined in Anne’s reign prior to the Union, and in fact, for all of 
the dated milled silver from the reign of Charles II. With the

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Union, all of the silver and gold was modified to read MAG. 
BRI.FR. ... and this distinction is actually more consistant as 
an indication of the new political situation than the rearranged 
shields. (One exception occurs, ESC 108A, a crown of 1708 
with the proper shields, but a pre-Union legend. It is clearly an 
error). The legend on Anne’s coins, in all cases, distinguish the 
pre-Union from the post-Union issues. 


The Edinburgh Question. 


Were any of the small coins struck at Edinburgh after the’ 
Union? 

It appears to be an established fact that punches and dies for 
the small coins were prepared in Edinburgh for such a coinage. 
The engravers James Clerk and Joseph Cave were paid for 
making punches for the small coins. James Wingate reported2 
that he had seen a groat of 1711 which bore an E below the 
bust, and was struck in copper. He found in the Antiquarian 
Museum in Edinburgh a die for a 2 pence of the same date, 
which he felt was much worn from use. The die also bore the E 
below the bust. 

Another fact to be considered is the monetary situation at 
the time of the Union, and shortly after. It occurred that, after 
the Union was effected, the Edinburgh Mint was ordered to 
coin money on the English standard, with English devices. A 
royal proclamation of 22 August, 1707 ordered this action?. 
On 19 September, 1707, a proclamation was issued for the 
calling in of all foreign money4. On 12 January, 1708, the 
Scottish money was called in®°. On 16 March, 1708 the Scottish 
coins were re-instated because of the emergency caused by the 
impending invasion6. After the emergency passed, the Scottish 
money was again called in by proclamation of 28 April, 17087. 
It appears therefore, that in addition to the problems of 
2 “Interesting Discovery in Scotch Numismatics.”

recoining large amounts of money, the added effort to call in 
the non-English money and then reissue it, and then call it in 
again may have been of such difficulty as to delay the striking 
of the small coins which were, after all, less crucial, and much 
more difficult to strike (in terms of total weight of silver) than 
the larger pieces. 

From the fact that at best, possibly one pattern groat was 
struck, and another die of a two pence exists, and that no small 
coins exist with the E below the bust, I conclude that no small 
silver was ever struck at Edinburgh. Of the fact that the pattern 
groat was dated 1711, and the 2 pence die similarly, whereas no 
other coins bearing the E are found after the year 1709, makes 
the authenticity of both these items questionable. To my 
knowledge, no further reports of the coin’s whereabouts have 
been published. 

Two further questions then arise. Did Edinburgh strike any 
coins of the denomination below the 6d from Tower dies? And 
were any of the punches produced at Edinburgh ever used at 
the Tower? 

To the first, we know that punches, and perhaps dies were 
sent to Edinburgh from the Tower for the larger silver coins®. 
As the punches wore out the local engravers, Clerk and Cave, 
made the well known Edinburgh bust punches which appear on 
the shilling and sixpence. However, it is an accepted assumption 
that all of these coins bore an E below the bust, and no small 
silver piece has this symbol. Additionally, with a recoinage in 
progress, one would expect the small pieces to be the last to be 
struck, if at all. The recoinage of William III’s reign, 10 years 
earlier, is another case in point - no small silver pieces are known 
from any of the branch mints. Perhaps the strongest evidence 
against Edinburgh having coined any of these small pieces is the 
warrant of 20 June, 17079 which commands the mint to coin 
crowns, half crowns, shillings, and sixpences. Even the relative 
proportions of these four values are specified (by weight). No 
mention is made of the smaller denominations, and I believe 
none were struck.

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A far more plausible case can be built for the theory that, 
rather than having gone to waste, the Edinburgh punches were 
actually taken to London and used. If Clerk or Cave (or both) 
produced punches for the small silver, they could only have 
been the following: 4B4, 3B3, 3B4, 3B5, as bust punches, and 
4CN2 and 2CN2 reverse punches. All of the other punches 
predate this activity (1708, the first date in which the BRI 
legend occurs). 4B4 is a bust punch which is somewhat coarser 
in workmanship, slightly larger than the other punches, and 
with a curl on the top of the head which is rather unique, 
appearing to lie on its side. It is, incidentally, only found 
paired with 4CN2, another contender as an Edinburgh punch. 
(However, the dates of use, 1710 and 1713, preclude their use 
at Edinburgh). Reverse punch 2CN2 is only found with the 
obverse punch 2B1 (in constant use since 1703) and its early 
use in the post-Union period makes its Scottish manufacture 
improbable. 

The remaining three punches which are possibly from Edin- 
burgh are all 3 pence size. And while 3B3 and 3B5 are probably 
not the same basic punch, their similarity suggest that they were 
made by the same hand. As one first appeared in 1708, the 
other in 1713, a transfer of both of them presents problems of 
timing. However, the punch 3B4 meets both the time schedule 
and the expected dissimilarity which one might expect. The 
particular part of the punch is again the hair curl at the top of 
the head, which, while not shaped like the curl on 4B4, is 
nevertheless, lying on its side. It is my opinion that if any of 
the Edinburgh punches were transferred to London, they were 
4B4, 4CN2, and 3B4 only. 


The Purpose of the Small Silver. 


The classic work on this subject is Helen Farquhar’s ‘‘The 
Royal Charities, Second Series, The Maundy.”19 I think that 
she has established beyond reasonable doubt that the small 
silver pieces were currency, primarily, until well after the end 
of Anne’s reign. 

From a purely logical point of view: The three pence, first 
struck in the reign of Edward VI, was fairly well established by

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the time of Charles I. The other values, the groat, half groat, 
and penny had been established centuries before. And as late 
as the first issues of Charles II all of the silver, from the half 
crown to the penny, were all of one basic design. It was only 
when a reverse design for the larger silver became so complex 
that its reduction to the size of a penny (or even a groat) 
became impossible, that the reverse of the four smaller pieces 
took on the appearance of a ‘set’. This is all of a practical 
nature and does not reflect on its use in the Maundy Service. 


Closing. 


I anticipate that some of my conclusions will be modified 
with time. Perhaps exciting new discoveries will also occur. 
But most of all, I hope that this article will stimulate further 
work in the area of these interesting small pieces, and that a 
very neglected field of numismatics will come alive!

Your Library 


Collecting is a challenge. It is undoubtedly the challenge 
which drives a collector to spend great amounts of time, energy 
and money on his endeavor. When the challenge is curtailed, or 
lessened, as it frequently is by rising prices of collector’s items, 
or oppositely, by the completion of a collection, one often turns 
to something else. The result is all around us in our numismatic 
world. In the United States people collected United States coins 
— few had much of an interest in foreign coins. But with rising 
prices, and such an influx of new collectors, the collecting of 
foreign coins became fashionable. However, due to the really 
great number of hobbyists, the prices of foreign coins soon rose 
to great heights. And now we have serious collectors specializing 
in wooden nickels, paper money, and other forms of money not 
popular a few years ago. Surprisingly, one factor has to develop 
in order to allow the growth of any collecting field. That is value. 
In order for a collector to be willing to spend substantial sums on 
a collecting endeavor, he must feel that his collection represents 
an investment. Few, if any, of us would collect anything which 
costs as much as coins and other forms of money (not to mention 
postage stamps, antiques, and other articles of interest) unless 
we felt that the value was going to appreciate. Granted, a dealer 
cannot pay as much as he sells an item for. His service is neces- 
sary and he must be compensated for it. But time is always on 
the collector’s side, in a rising market, and the investment aspect 
is therefore satisfied. 


Now I think many collectors are missing the boat. I have 
observed collectors who will spend perhaps a thousand dollars on 
a group of coins, pass by a book that they want, and one which 
is fundamental to their knowledge of the very coins they own. 
Why? Because the book represents no investment. It represents 
a luxury that the collector won’t allow himself. The numismatic 
collector has learned to buy only what will hold its own, price- 
wise. And books are poor as investments go. 


Or are they? As dealers in numismatic books, we observe 
books going out of print at a staggering rate. And almost imme- 
diately the prices on those books rise. Like coins, not all books 
are worth owning, and some never will be of substantial value. 
But try to find the books listed in the bibliography of even the 
common redbook. They simply are not to be readily found. 
There is a small but growing group of collectors who have already 
recognized the numismatic library as an end in itself. Their 
books are collector’s items, they are investments, they are often 
works of art, and of course they are historical sources of infor- 
mation not unlike the coins themselves. If you are going to build 
a library, now is the best chance you yet have to do it.

Following the death of Alexander the Great, his great general, Ptolemy, 
seized hold of Egypt, and set up a dynasty which was to last nearly 300 
years. The bronze coins which these Ptolemies issued are typical of the 
Helenistic period. Their royal titles often include such epithets as “the 
Benevolent,” “the Savior,” and the “Brother.” These coins are quite 
often very large and impressive (having cast flans), and the most common 
variety portrays the head of Zeus-Ammon on the obverse, and one or two 
eagles on the reverse.
